[ 1]3 <& Hi <ZE 3 by an Act made in the last Session of Parlia- 
ment, intituled, “ An Act for regulating Vessels carrying 
“ Passengers between Great Britain and Ireland” it is among other 
things enacted, That it shall not be lawful for the Master or Commander, 
or Person having the charge or command of any Vessel employed in 
the Conveyance of Passengers between Great Britain and Ireland, 
being of any burthen less than Two hundred Tons, to have or take on 
board, or to carry or convey, any greater Number of Persons than in 
the said Act is mentioned, as Passengers, without such Licence, as in the 
said Act is mentioned ; and divers Regulations are by the said Act 
made, with respect to the Passengers on board any Vessel so licensed ;
